INFANTA ISABELLA, nunt of Klng
Alfonso, ls now on her way across
thn Atlantic, for the purposo of
taking part iii the ceremonles ut

Buenos Ayres. in connection wlth tlio
centenary of the Declaration Of Imle-
pendence of the Argentlne Itepublic.
Nearly every government has dlspatch-
cd a Bpeclai embassy to Bucnos Ayres
to partlclpate in the celebratlon, but
Spaln ls the only powcr lhat will be re-
prcsented by royalty. This Is not only
pecullarly Castllllan courtesy, slnce it
wus ihe soverclenty of Spaln which the
Argentinos thri'w off when they pro-
clalmed their liidepcndencc Just a hun¬
dred years Hgo, but lt is also a very
sagaclous move, and calculaled to fur¬
ther tho pollcy pursucd by Alfonso
XIII.
